* 2—To capitalize the operating com- 
pany which is to be created for the 
purpose of supervising the Muscle 
Shoals operations. 
3—To revise the language of the 
so-called farmers’ clause in order to 
insure the delivery of fertilizers from, 
the producing plant to the consumers 
at a profit not exceeding 8 per cent 
based on the cost. of manufacture.

Improve Form. 

While the three alterations were 
regerded by some committee members 
as greatly improving the form of the 
proposal and adding to its value as 
they viewed it from the government's 
standpoint, other members said it 
would be more acceptable if Mr. Ford 
had agreed additionally to à reduc- 
tion in the lease clause from 100 
to 50 year as suggested by Secretary 
Weeks when he testified before the 
committee. 

On this point, however, Mr. Mayo 
explained that Mr. Ford still felt 
that the 50 year period was too short 
a time to justify the financial invest- 
ment necessary under the proposed 
contract for development of the 
Muscle Shoals waterpower facilities 
and nitrate plants in the section of 
the country where they are situated. 

„The agreement to manufacture fin- 
ished fertilizers instead of com- 
pounds” it was explained, was made 
to assure the production of that com- 
modity which several committeemen 
had declared was not an obligation 
under the existing language of ihe 
offer. Mr. Mayo today did not re- 
veal the amount of production guaran- 
tee, 

Company Liable to U. 8. 

The fixed capital proposal, it was 
explained, made the operating com- 
pany liable to the government during 
the life of the contract and set up a 
certain sum which the government 
might recover as a forfeit in the 
event of failure to execute the agree-

Purpose of Agreement 
Declared to Be to “Pro- 
tect” Workers in Wage 
Struggles.

Chicago, February 22.—An alliance 
agreement was adopted unanimously 
tonight by representatives of more than 
2,000,000 union coal miners, railroad 
workers and longshoremen, declaring 
for “closer co-operation of our forces 
which will operate to more effectively 
protect,” the union workers in wage 
struggles. No specific program for al- 
lied action was outlined,. however, ahd 
President John L. Lewis, of the min- 
ers’ union, told the conference that 
he did not ask a sympathetic rail 
strike on April 1, the date of the 
miners’ threatened walkout. 

The agreement, joined in by the of- 
ficers of seventeen big unions, asserted 
the purpose of the leaders was “to 
apply every honorable method” to ob- 


miners and the transportation work- | 
ers, and it created an. executive com- 
mittee to decide on the cotirse of ac-| 
tion by the various unions whenever an 
emergency arises in the wage strug: 
gles of any of the allied groups.

Final approval of the agreement 
came after two long sessions, held 
during the day, and was marked by 
the appointment of a committee to 
draft the agreement.

‘CABBAGE THE HEALTH FOOD, 

If any one food substance merited 
the name of “health food“ that sub- 
stance would be cabbage. Although 
cabbage is but little more nutritious, 
pound for pound, than lobster, clams, 
tomatoes, watermelon or beef soup 
{Bulletin 28, United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, “The Chemical 
Composition of American Food Mate- 
rials,” obtainable for 10 cents in coin 
by application to the superintendent of 
documents, government printing office, 
Washington, D. C.), yet this eco- 
nomical and appetizing vegetable out- 
ranks all other foods in many re- 
spects. 

No other food and no drug or med- 
icine or essence as yet discovered, 
furnishes more vitamins than cab- 
bage. 

Cabbage contains all three vitamins 
and especially the fat soluble. A fac 
tor and this is the vitamin, if any, 
that is deficient in some dietarieg in 
America. I am referring to raw cab- 
Wage particularly. Raw cabbage di- 
gests as readily as cooked cabbage 
does. Cooking probably decreases the 
vitamin content of any vegetable more 
or less. Steam cooking is prefer- 
able to boiling. Boiling is a wasteful 
and unwholesome method of cooking 
vegetables. Thus cabbage cooked by 
boiling loses in the process about 10 
per cent of its protein or nitrogenous 
material, more than 30 per cent of its 
carbohydrate, and ‘about 50 per cent 
of its mineral salts. 

Cabbage is rich in the kind of fron 
the body can use. As a source oti 
iron, phosphorus, calcium (lime) and 
magnesium, cabbage is the peer of all 
food substances the superior oft 
most ‘so-called health foods. | 
Cabbage plunged into boiling water 
and cooked for precisely 20 minutes, 
no longer, will be a delicate «light 
green color, tender, most palatable 
and easily digested. Longer cooking, 
especially in covered vessels, makes 
it dark brown and hard to digest as 
well as less nutritious in every way. 

Boiled cabbage served with lamb, 
mutton or beef, escalloped cabbage 
with cheese sauce, fried cabbage with 
minced onion, cabbage cooked in milk 
and water, cabbage baked with ham- 
burg or frankfurters, lady cabbage, 
sweet or sour cabbage, or filled cab-- 
bage, are all recommended by the au- 
thorities at Cornell college of agri- 
culture, and the mention of any of 
these dishes should make a normal 
person’s mouth water. 


Raw cabbage with apple and onion, 
or with onion and celery, with green 
peppers, tomatoes, carrots or shredded 
pine apple; or with salmon, shrimp, 
tuna or whale meat (canned), served 


with a boiled dressing, makes a most 
palatable and wholesome salad. Plain 
cold slaw may be included in any 
well balanced dinner menu. And the 
American Vinegar Manufacturers asso- 
ciation will be delighted to know that 
I see no harm in taking vinegar on 
one’s cabbage, though vinegar is not a 

food. And I would add just one dish 
to the list suggested by the Cornell 
Agricultural college experts, the best 
dish of all from the viewpoints of 
nutritive balance, palatability and 
health—good old pork and cabbage.

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Editor Constitution: The next 
general election will be held in our 
state on November 7, 1922, and as 
the law réquires certain duties per- 
formed before anyone can exercise 
the right of franchise, I have ex- 
amined said laws and would be 
glad for you to publish this article 
for the public information to the 
citizens of Georgia, and I wauld 
also be Flad for other papers to 
copy. 

The state constitution requires all 
voters to be 21 years of age, resi- 
@ents of the state twelve months 
and of the counties six months pre- 
vious to the election, and certain 
other qualifications as set forth in 
section 34 et al. of the civil code 
of 1922. 

The legislature, in 1921, in ac- 
cordance with the amendment to 
the United States constitution, con- 
ferred the right to vote and hold of- 
fice upon women as will be seen 
from the acts of 1921, page 106. 

Under the present provisions of 
law all male and female citizens of 
the state, who will be 21 years of 
age, residents of the state twelve 
months and of the. county six 
months previous to November 7, 
if 
otherwise qualified by law. 

The legislature in 1913 provided 
for the permanent registration of 
voterg in the event they paid taxes 
six months before the election. 

The acts of the legislature of 1919, 
page 272, authorized voters to reg- 


Lister and vote in their nearest pre- 


cinets, it they desired to do 50. 

Sections 127 et al. of the civil 
code of 1910, provide for primary 
election, qualification and registra- 
tion of voters and the constitution 
of Georgia, in section 6,402, provides 
that no one shall participate in any 
primary or convention of any po- 
litical party of this state, who is 
not a qualified voter. 

Citizens, who have removed from 
one county to another are required 
to register in the counties, where 
they reside. 

Just previous to all elections, 
some complain about their names 
being left off the registration list, 
and I would respectfully suggest to 
all, who desire to vote in 
the elections this year, that 
it will be well for you to see 
the tax cdliectorg in your counties 
on or before May 6, 1922, and reg- 
ister as required by law, if you are 
legally entitled. 

To be entitled to vote, every “citi- 


zen must come within the constitu- 
tional requirements and then pay 
all taxes recuired and register six 
months previoug to the election in 
the county of residence and then 
the citizen is qualified to vote un- 
der the laws of Georgia.

He 
said that the Anti-Tuberculosis asso- 
ciation was certainly not a charity; 
that it was simply justice to the other 
man and profection for our own homes 
and families from the ravages of tuber- 
culosis. He said that every girl saved 
by the Travelers’ Aid became a dis- 
tinct civic asset instead of a liability ; 
that every boy who grew up in the 
Scouts and every girl who came under 
the wholesome influence of the Y. W. 
C. A. became contributions to At- 
lanta’s future greatness that could not 
be measured in money. He said that 
the Associated Charities was a con- 
structive agency that created new 
citizens out of people who had fallen 
into unfortunate circumstances. 

Giving to Public Chest. 


“The people appealed to in this 
eampaign,” asserted Dr. Marx, “are 
not giving to charity but to a publie 
chest. There are 225,000 cMtizens in 
Atlanta and the appeal of the five-way 
campaign is for only 8175. 000. That 
is less than $1 per capita. We are 
paying more than that for the pro- 
tection of ourselves from criminals, 
yet the protection that these agencies 
afford is greater by far. We certainly 
cannot do less than support their 


work. 

“Some people do not give because 
there are no poor in their homes, 
no boys who have been in scouting, 


fits of the Y. C. A., none who 
had been stricken with tuberculosis, 
none who have suffered insults while 
traveling.

There is such a temp- 
tation to add just a little more season 
ing, to use cream instead of milk, ai.

Take milk toast for instance. Never 
thicken the milk for this. Some per- 
sons make this dish by adding milk 
to a thin white sauce from butter ang 
flour, but then the dish is eres 
toast. It is best when making mi 
toast for the sick room to cut thi 
crusts from the bread before toasting 
it. Then toast it, butter it slighfly, 
unless otherwise instructed, and pl 
it in a soup dish. Cover with anoth 
dish, or metal cover. It is best usually 
to heat the milk in a double boiler, 
bringing it just to the scalding point. 
Pour it out in a pitcher and do nat 
pour on the toast until you have car 
it to the sick room. Salt should be 
on the tray, in case the patient wishes 
it.

Georgia's Action Cited. 


Accompanying this document, there 
is sent out to every T A. post 
secretary in the country the order of 
the Georgia railroad commission of 
December 5, 1921, discontinuing the 
railroad surcharge on parlor car or 
Pullman tickets. 

This surcharge as it applies to the 
state of Georgia was discontinued by 
order of the Georgia commission, ef- 
fective December 20, 1921, and the 
railroads have not since then asked for 
the surcharge on travel confined to 
the limits of the state of Georgia. 

The charge, however, still applies on 
all railroad transportation going be- 
yond the limits of the state. 

Georgia is the only state which by 
individual action up to this time has 
abolished this surcharge and its au- 
thority to do so is now being consid- 
ered by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, 

If the Georgia action stands, un- 
questionably other.states will issue the 
same order, if, indeed, the interstate

abolish the surcharge altogether. 
Resolutions Indorsed. 


In addition to the order of the Geor- 
gia railroad commission, the letter of 
T. P. A. National Secretary Logan 
incloses to each local T. P. A. secre- 
tary a copy of the resolutions adopted 
by the National Association of Rail- 
way and Utilities Commissions at their 
thirty-third annual convention held in 
Atlanta October 11-14, 1921, which 
resolutions are now under considera- 
tion by the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 

These resolutions take the position 
that the interstate commerce commis- 
sion had no authority under the act 
of 1920 to take upon itself the mak- 
ing of intrastate rates, holding that 
the transportation act did not contem- 
plate that the state commissions should 
be deprived of this function. 

The resolutions hold that the inter- 
state commission has attempted. to 
make rates according to the “group” 
plan of the transportation act, and 
that this has resulted in excessive 
rates that are both unjust and unrea- 
sonable to the public.

so as to clearly define and limit the 
power of the interstate commerce com- 
mission and to restore to the state 
commissions full rate-making authori- 
ty as applied to state. traffic.

Auto Plant Proposed. 


At the beginning of the meeting, 
F. W. Edwards, of Charlotte, N. C., 
outlined a plan for the construction 
of a mammoth automobile plant at 
Camp Gordon, to be capitalized at 
$10,000,000, which, be said, will em- 
ploy 4,000 men and insure the com- 
munity success of the camp property. 
He stated that he and a friend have 
complete rights in a car, which is 
now manufactured at Charlotte. He 
said that he could immediately start 
on its manufacture. here, and asked 
co-operation of the property owners, 
who, he said. would be made mem- 
hers of the proposed plant’s board of 
directors. No action was taken on

Speeches at Wednesday morning’s 
session were delivered by C. B. Smith, 
chief of the office of extension, United 
States department of agriculture, 
Washington; C. A. Keffer, director of 
agricultural extension work, of Ten- 
nessee, Knoxville; W. R. Perkins, di- 
rector of extension work of the Louis- 
iana State university, Baton Rouge; 
David R. Coker, of the South Carolina 
agricultural commfssion, Hartsville, 
S. C. and C. W. Pugsly, assistant sec- 
retary of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

Mr. Smith said that there should 
be more county agents in the south - 
disseminate agricultural knowledge to 
the farmers of the south. 

He said that in many Georgia coun- 
ties there are no county agents, and 
presented tentative standards for ex- 
tension work as fixed by the depart- 
ment of agriculture, which requires 
three county agents for counties which 
have more than 1. farms, two 
agents for counties which have be- 
tween 1,000 and 1,500 farms, and one 
agent for counties having less than 
1,000 farms. He suggested that the, 
states and counties can raise suffi- 
cient money to match the Smith-Lever 
federal appropriations by increasing 
ad valorem taxation by approximately 
one-half mill on present valuation on 
property. 

Need of County Agents. 

In pointing out the need of more 
county agents for the south, he de- 
clared that 13 per cent of southern 
farmers are highly educgted, while 76 
per cent of them are almost illiterate 
and lack the mental qualifications 
necessary. for successful farming. 

Mr. Reffer said that the greatest 
difficulty in Mr. Smith’s plan is to 
get state legislatures to agree on an 
increase of thx assessment at a time, 
such as the present, when the farmers 
are kicking at being overtaxed. 

He agreed with Mr. Smith that the 
mass of farmers are ignorant and are 
not anxious for instruction, and said 
that the extension departments of col- 
leges should send county agents, who 
come from that mass, and not from the 
13 per cent who are above it. He said 
that the mass of farmers are envious 
of the 13 per cent and won't take in- 
struction or advice from them. He 
also said that the best way to get 
money from county authorities for ag- 
ricultural extension work is to get 


” 


hold of the business men who are more 


interested and more influential than 
the farmers. 
Social Activities. 

Mr. Perkins stated that the great- 
est benefit accruing from agricultu- 
ral organizations is in developing the 
social activities of the farm, building 
schools* and making the farm more 
attractive to the young people. He 
said that it is almost useless to try 
to educate the farmer, who is held 
by the past and the teachings of his 
parents, and urged the necessity of 
instructing the young people and get- 
ting them to love the farm and to 


practice scientific and diversified farm- 


ing. a 

Mr. Coker, of Hartsville, S. C., a 
seed nurseryman, stated that the great 
necessity in combating the boll weevil 
is for agricultural workers, profes- 
sors and experimentors to settle on 
a definite program of fighting the 
pest, and not continue to disagree, 
which is the cause of the present con- 
fusion among farmers as to just what 
to use in fighting it. : 

H. M. Barre, director of the South 
Carolina experiment station, Clemson 
college, invited the association to meet 


at Columbia in 1923; J. M. Scott, of 


the University of Florida, invited it 
to meet at Gainesville, Fla., and Wil- 
liam Perkins, of the Louisiana A. & 
M. college, invited it to meet at Baton 
Rouge. The executive committee will 
consider these invitations and will de- 
cide on the 1923 convention place next 
November. 

C. S. Slipher, of the National Lime 
association, Washington, D. C., ad- 
dressed the convention on the lime con- 
ference which he plans to call at 
Knoxville, Tenn., soon and invited the 
delegates to attend the conference. 

Resolutions Passed. 

The committee on resolutions, com- 
posed of J. F. Duggar, J. M. Scott, 
C. B. Williams, H. W. Barre and 
W. C. Lassetter, presented the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were passed 
unanimously: 

1. The south shows a wanton waste of 


soil fertility through erosion and the failure 
to grow adequate winter cover and soil im- 
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nent forestry policy. 

6. This association expresses its disapprov- 
al of the proposed transfer of the forest 
service and the bureau of markets from the 
United States department of agriculture. . 

8. This association recommends that ni- 
trate of soda be given a freight rate as a 
fertilizer instead of its present higher rate 
as a cheinical. 

9. That since farming is the most im- 
portant and basic industry of the south, it is 
the belief of this association taht the judg- 
ment of farmers is needed on state and na- 
tional boards and commissions of a general 

well as of an agricultural character, 
and that their appointment on such boards 
and commissions would be in the interest 
of public welfare.
